Hoa. W. H. Cushing’ Will Make 
Statement— Premier Will Reply 
—A. & G. W. Offer.

The much-looked for debate on the 
Alberta and Great Waterways Railway 
will open in the Legislature this after. 
noon. Hon. W. H. Cushing will first 
give hie explanation of his reasons for 
resignation and he will be foliowed by 
the Premier, who will set out the Gov- 
ernment side of the question. In all pro- 
bability these addresses will take sever- 
al hours and there is a probability that 
the want of confidence motion of J. R. 
Boyle may not be reached during the aft- 
erncon session. 

The Government members all “express 
confidence that their position cannot be 
shaken and it is asserted that the Gov- 
ernment will have the support of more 
than thirty members out of the thirty- 
eight on the floor of the House when the 
division is called for. 

The letter from W. R. Clarke, the pre- 
sident of the Alberta and Great Water- 
ways Railway Company which was ta- 
bled by Premier Rutherford yesterday 
afternoon indicates that the company is 
in earnest in ite desire to built an up-to- 
date road and one that will be a credit 
to the province. 

Evidence of “Good Faith. 

As an evidence of the good faith of 
the company and to show those who have 
been criticising” that the company 
intend to carry out their contract on his 
own initiative Mr. Clarke offers the 
government further guarantees which 
are very liberal in their nature. The of- 
fers have not yet been considered by the 
Cabinet but will be discussed in the 
Houee in connection with the debate. 

President Clarke’s letter tabled yes- 
terday afternoon is as follows: 

Edmonton, Alta., Feb. 2%, 1910. 
Hon. A. C, Rutherford, 
Legislative Buildings, 
Edmonton. 

Dear Sir: The Alberta and Great Wa- 
terways Railway has recently occupied 
more than its fair share of public atten- 
tion, and there is observable a disposi- 
tion on the part of certain members of 
your Legislature to criticize the terme 
between the Govern- 
ment and the Company with regard to 
the building of the road. To anyone 
reading the agreement attentively and 
comparing it with similer egreemeates 
made both in thie Province and in the 
sister Province of Saskatchewan, it will 
be apparent that the agreement is much 
more stringent against our Company 
than those of other railway companies 
whose bonds the Province has guaran. 
teed. In addition to being subject to 
the provisions of the Provincial Railway 
Act, with all that involves, there are a 
number of restrictions and conditions 
imposed upon the road that are absent 
in the case of the other railway com- 
panies. 

Stricter Than Other Agreements. 

The provisions with regard to the com- 
pany’s obligation to see that all claims 
against contractors and sub-contractors 
are paid is much wider in the case of 
this company than the others. The fair- 
wage clauses are very much stricter. The 
Provision in our agreement preventing 
the Company from hiring laborers com- 
ing from a country that has an alien la- 
bor law excluding Canadians is not to 
be found in the other agreements. The 
Provision compelling our Company <o 
carry stone and gravel required by local 
authorities for public roads at actual 
cost is not in any other agreement. The 
Provisions to safeguard the health of the 
workmen and with regard to the drain- 
age of adjacent lands may also be men- 
tioned. Besides\this, the Guarantee Act 
of our Company not only gives the Pro- 
vince absolute control of rates, but pro- 
vides that this Company may not amal- 
Gamate, lease or transfer its undertak- 
ing, or adopt any other method of plac- 
ing the railway under the control of any 
other corporation without the consent 
of the Government. 

These and other restrictions are men- 
tioned as showing that the agreement 
with this Company is much stricter than 
in the case of the other companies. 

Te Lay at Rest Criticioms. 

My purpose, however, in writing you 
is not to complain of the terms of an 
agreement once made, but to lay at rest, 
I hope permanently, any question, if 
suech there be, in the mind of any mem- 
ber of the Legislature as to the good 
faith of mysélf and the gentlemen who 
are associated with me in this enter- 
prise. I am strongly impelled to this 
course by reason of the fact that, un- 
questionably, the continued unrest in- 
duced by the present situation might 
very well prove detrimental to the best 
interests of the-Company. Onr intention 
from the outset has been to build a rail- 
way into the north country that will 
compare favorably with any road in 
Western Canada or in the Western 
States. Ae capitalists, we realize that 
to build a first-class road st the outeet 
i» the most economical course to pursue, 
and we have completed our plans with 
this in view. 

Fifty Miles Without Money. 

And so that there may be no further 
doubt upon this point—if doubt there 
has been—or upon the ability and inten- 
tion of the Company to carry this enter- 
prise to completion, however much it 
may cost, I have to say to you that I am 
quite content-—and J spesk for my asso- 
ciates in the company as well as for my- 
self-—to build the first fifty miles of th's 
road without drawing a single dollar of 
the bond purchase money now standing 
to the credit of the Provincial Treasurer. 
We are willing to leave the money in

Estimated Expenditure is $708,000 in 
Ganeee of Receipts. 


Victoria. B. C., Feb, 24.—The esti- 
mates of revenue end expenditures 
of the province of British Columbia 
for the fiscal year ending March Si, 
1911, were presented to the legislature 
this afternoon by Hon. W. J. Bowser, 
minister of finance. 

The estimated expenditure for the 
year is $7,702,769, with an estimated 
revenue of $7,000,296. It is confident- 
ly expected by the government that 
the difference of $700,000, as between 
revenue and expenditure, will be met 
out of the revenue as the amount of 
Aimated revenue was figured on a 
very conservative basis. 

The revenue from land saleg is set 
down at $1.500,009 while from special 
timber licenses the receipts will be 
$1,900,000. Taxation of real, personal, 
lend, income and poll tax will bring 
in $1,070,000. The Chinese head tax 
of $200,000 will be made up by smail 
statements of general nature. 


NO CHANGE IN ONTARIO 
LIBERAL LEADERSHIP 


Meeting of Representative Liberals 
Express Confidence in A. .G. Mc-

Toronto, Feb. 24.--There will be no 
Provincial Liberal convention in June 
to formulate a policy and no change 
in the Liberal Jeadership in the legis- 
lature, at least not yet a while. There 
questions were decided at a con- 
ference today of fifty representative 
Liberatls, mostly defeated candidates 
in the last elections. 

The chief argument against a con- 
vention in June was that the party 
in the legislature could afford to wait, 
Several speakers declared the Beck 
power scheme was bound to fali down. 
and that the Whitney government 
would be carried down with it and it 
would be prudent to stand off and not 
get mixed up in the disaster. 

The meeting declared confidence in

ASQUITH GIVEN 
MAJORITY OF 30 


Chamberiain's Tatiff Reform Amené- 
ment Defeated in House of Com- 
mons by 285 to 254. 


Londen, Feb. 24—The first trial of 
strength in the new House of Com- 
mons ogeurred today at a crowded ses- 
sion when Austen Chamberlain’s fis- 
cal amendment was rejected by a vote 
of 285 to 254. Speeches were made by 
Mr. Balfour, leader of the opposition, 
Chargcellor Lloyd-Gedrge, President 
Runceman, of the board of education, 
and Bonar Law and others. The gov- 
ernment may regard the majority of 
31 as very satisfactory as there was 
no cross voting, no evidence that the 
discontented groups intend to try to 
overthrow the ministry. All the Na 
tionalists, O’Brienites as well as Red- 
mondites and three Liberals. Hilaire 
Belloc, Horatio W. BottonMey and J. 
C. Wedgemood abstained from voting. 
The Laborites voted with the govern- 


ment, 
Four Years Ago. a 

An amendment practically identical 
with that offered ‘by Chamberlain was 
ideJeated four years ago by a vote of 
478 to 98. Protectionists claim to- 
day's vote is an illustration of the 
growth of the tariff idea. 

The division was taken amid a 
scene of great excitement and the fig- 
ures anounced were received with tre- 
mendous opposition chewing. Tite 
premier having given notice that he 
would move on Monday that govern- 
ment business would take precedence 
over all other business until March 
2%. the House adjourned, 

The government existence will now, 
depend upon the production of a plan 
satisfactory to the Nationalists and 
the Radicals for dealing in a drastic 
manner with the House of Lords’ pow- 
er of veto. 

Meetings of Liberal and Radical 
groups daily are sending deputations 
to Premier Asquith urging him to take 
a strong line of action on the veto 
question. 

4 Lerds’ Own Pian. 

The ‘House of Lords has deciled to 
Place its own plan of reformation ibe- 
fore the country. At yesterday's ses- 
sion of the Upper House Lond Rose- 
beny geve notice that he would move 
on March 14 that the House resolve 
itself imto a committee of the whole 
to consider the best means of reform- 
ing the existing organization so as 
to constitute itself a strong and effi- 
cient chamber. 

No Relaxation. 

There has been no relaxation tin the 
political tension. All sections of the 
premier’s following are nursing dis- 
satisfaction and mutual resentments 
are increasing. Mr. Asquith himself 
and tis Joyal adherents are indignant 
at the distrust of his ig by 
the advanced Radicals, wivile the lat- 
ter do not abate the disquietude. The 
Irish are becomipg weariéd waiting for 
the government's veto scheme. 

The Freeman’s Journal, of Dublin, 
maks an outspoken declaration in the 
following terms: “The Inish party 
has not budged @ hair’s treadth, and 
will not budge a hair's breadth from 
the policy laid down by Mr. Redmond. 
Unless the government presents a 
veto scheme with all possible de- 
spatch, and presses it by every par- 
diamentary means to an issue with the 
House of Lords, the Irish party will 
enter upon a policy of vigorous opposi- 
tion to the government. The ministry 
will either then be defeated in @ very 
few days or must eke out a contempt- 
ible, humiliating existence by the uid 
oi Mr. Balfour’s supporters. 

Irish Could Not Vote, 

The Irish could not vote for Mr. 
Chamberlain's as they 
have no wish to commit thenwelves to 
that policy or to take a step that wouid 
(liveit the issue of the next election 
from the Lords to tariff reform. It 
Was not out of any consideration for 
the government that. they refrained 
from voting and the government is 
quité eware of that fact.

Mild Reselution Passed by Canadian 
Forestry Cenvention—Other Resolu- 
tlone Concerning Forest Reserves and 
Water Powers in the Provinces,

“Fredericton, N.B., Fob, 24—The Cana- 
dian Forestry convention closed this aft- 
ernoon, the followimg resolution on the 
pulpwood export was passed; Resolved 
that in the opinion of the Canadian For- 
estry commission the time has arrived 
when in the interests of the conservation 
of our forests the Federal and Provin- 
cial governments should limit the cut- 
ting of lumber or pulp wood on crown 
lands. 

The mild tenor of the resolution is 
looked on as due to the large lumber in- 
terests, which feared that the effect of a 
Genuine exp) of opinion, in the 
form of a reeolution, would have on 
their business with the United States, 

Other resolution passed were : 

“Resolved that the association endorses 
the project set forth in the report of 
the parliamentaty commission of the 
House of Commons recommending that 
the available forest land upon the eas- 
tern slope of the Rocky Mountains be 
converted into a permanent forest re- 
serve.” 

“Reaclved that in the opinion of this 
forestry convention the government of 
the Dominion and the various vinces 
should preserve to Canada all the water 
power within their boundaries, especi- 
ally those in waters bordering on the 
neithboring republic.” 

“Resolved that this convention urge 
upon the. Deminion gbvernment "end the 
governments of the several provinces the 
necessity of reserving the timbr lands at 
the headwaters of all rivers, and sreams 


‘so as to maintain the regular flow of 


water. 


FRENCH COLONY IN 
ANTILLES IN A PANIC 


Strike Situation Has Assumed Such 
Threatening Proportions in Guade- 
loupe That Property and Lives Are 
Endangered—British Warship Asked. 


Points a Pitre, Guadeloupe, Feb, 25— 
In view of the untenable nature of the 
strike situation here notables of the 
town, including the president of the 
chamber of commerce, ditectors of var- 
ious factorios, leading business men, no- 
taries and advocates, met in the rooms 
of the bank and addressed an appeal to 
Governor Gautret to take measurses to 
restore order and protect lives and pro- 
perty. The Governor declared in reply 
that he recognized the gravity of the 
situation but was without means to pro- 
tect lives or property, though he offered 
asylum to those most threatened. 

The total effective police force amounts 
to only 140 men for the entire colony, 

Want British Warship. 

The governor further declared that he 
had denanded one hundred soldiers from 
Martinique end had informed the min- 
ister of colonies that he could no longer 
take any responsibility. The consuls at 
once held a meeting and begged their 
English colleagues to ask that a» British 
warship shopild be at once sent to their 
aid. 

Requests for asylum are pouring in at 
all the consulates, and a state of panic 
is at its height. 

Two thousead rioters are marching on 
Saint Francois to avenge the deaths in 
Wednesday's demonstrations. 

Relative calia has been re«stablished 
in town but the work of destruction con- 
tinues. It is understood that the revolu- 
itonaries are triumphant and that every- 
where property is being burned and de- 
stroyed. At St. Francois the gendarmes 
were attacked and two gendarmes were 
wounded and three strikers were killed.

The first note of impatience in con- 
nection with the delay in bringing on 
the debate in the Legisiature over the 
Alberta and Great Waterways Railway 
was sounded yesterday afternoon by 
A, Bramley Moore, of Lloydminster, 
who. addressed the Hopse for the first 
time during the. session, immediately 
upon its being opened for business. 

“I would like to inquire of you, 
Mr. Speaker,”’ he said, “when we are 
going to have the promised statement 
of the ex-Minister of Public Works. 
We were first told lest week that he 
was deterred from making his ex- 
preneiion the fact that the Premier 

ad not officially announced his re- 
signation. On Friday we were told 
he had a cold, but would speak on 

jonday. When Monday came an ex- 
cuse was given that certain papers in 
connection with the (Alberta and Great 
Waterways Railway had not been 
tabled and another postponement was 
made. If the papers were not wanted 
for Friday Jast in order that the state- 
ment might be made, I don’t see why 
they were necessary on Monday. 

Had His Reasons. 

“The honorable member. is not 
bound to make. any explanation to the 
House if he did not see fit, but when 
he volunteered it himself I think — it 
should be given... His reasons for 
resignation were known to him be- 
fore he resigned and 1 cannot see any 
reason why he should want documents 
now to explain his position, 

“IT have noticed in a paper,” con- 
tinued Mr. Moore, in referring to a 
cartoon in a Calgary publication, ‘‘a 
picture of the Rock of Gibraltar, 


which bore a very strong resemblance 
to the late Minister of Public Works. 
It represented him as staunch and 


unmoveable and I am now inquiring 
ap to when he is going to address the 
Howe in view of the fact that he 
might be similar to the rock, too, in 
that he is unable to speak.”

END IS NOT YET IN 
THE NAVAL DEBATE 


Two FrenchCanadians Defend Gov- 
ernment's Policy and the Loyalty 
of Their Race in Canada te the 
British Empire—Lumeden investi. 
gation Provides Scraps.

Ottawa, Feb, 24.--The Commons _ to- 
day entered its second week of naval 
talk, and the end of the debate is not

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REGULATIONS FOR 
TRAVEL IN ALBERTA 


Act Will be Passed in the Legislature 
Providing the Rules for the Right 
of Way Throughout the Prov 
Which in the Past Have 


Vague. 


The rule of the right . way on the 
roads ‘of the province has beet & vague 
one in the past and o 
eases has varied largely ing to 
the custom in the countryt trom which 
the settler has come. — Sometimes 
teams passed to the Jeft when meeting 
each other und in other Gases the op- 
posite course Was taken, while the 
bievclist as a rule has to take what- 
ever is allowed him Of the road by 
the team 

A bill is now before the legislature 
however that will establish the rights 
of all travelers On the highway by 
means of wagons, . utters, 
sleighs or motor ears, It has been in- 
troduced by the attorney general and 
will come up for discussion in the 
course of the Next week. 

Provisions of Bill. 
The provisions of the bill are as 


follows :-«

OVER THE INSURGENTS | 


Gevernment Troops in Nicaragua En- 
gage General Chamorro’s Army 
and Put it to Flight—Fighting was 
Hand to Hand—Casualties Num- 
ber 1,600. 


Managua, Nicaragua, Feb. 23.—The 
government reports a decisive victory 
over the insurgents at Tipitapa, early 
this morning, A bulletin posted here 
today announced thay General Cha- 
morro’s army has been practically an- 
nihileted, The dead and wounded 
will be in number nearly 1,500, ac- 
cording to reports The insurgents 
are said to hive 1,109 and the govern. 
ment 400. Train loads of wounded 
are now arriving at Managua, where 
they are being cared for in emergency 
hospitals. Dy, Compari, the Lalian 
consul, is leading in the relief work. 
He is assisted by Red Cross surgeons 
and nursea and volunteer surgeons. 

Chamorro Not Captured. 

Despite the reports of disaster, Gen- 
eral Chamorro is still uncaptured and 
the government is strangely apprehen- 
sive lest he appears with a new force 
at svilie unexpected point. The first 
engagement occurred at Tisma_ this 
afternoon, Generali Chamorro occu- 
pied the town, but his forces rested on 
their arms, <A detachment under 
General Macis attacked the govern- 
ment forces under General Lara. Un- 
der cover of this fighting, General 
Chamorro - evactuated Tisma. His 
apparent object was to recross the 
Tipitapa and rejoin General Menas 
army in Chontates, 

General Chatnorro, depending on the 
deadly efficiency of the maxim bat- 
tery, commanded by Captain Godfrey 
Fowler, an American, who joined in 
the attack, and for hours the insur- 
gents seéemed to have the best of the 
engagement In the afternoon, Gen, 
Lara was reinforced by Colonels Car- 
bethas, Carter and Perdoma, Salva- 


doreans, commanding batteries ol 
Maxims. 
Captain Fowler's ‘battery worked 


terrib.e slaughter on General Lara’s 
infantry and the government batteries 
were disabled, leaving General Lara 
in a critical position. He sent out a 


general call for aid and was on_ the 
verge of utter route when  reinforce- 
ments under General Cavarria and 


Col, Valdez arrived from the direction 
of Tipitapa. The supporting columns 
travelled twenty miles under forced 
march. General Rivas with more re- 
inforcements arrived at six o’clock 
saving the day. 

Genera! Chamorro was obliged to 
evacuate his position, and, under 
cover of darkness, escaped with the 
greater part of his artillery and sup- 
ylies. 

, Another Engagement. 

With oply six hundred men General 
Chamorro made an attack on the gov- 
ernment troops at ,Tipitapa at three 
o'clock this morning. A vivid account 
of the battle was given by Ignacio 
Paez, General Chamorro’s adjutant, 
who was captured and brought to 
Managua. He told the correspond- 
ent tonight that General Chamorro 
has 1,200 men engaged in the Tisma 
battle. When the firing ceased salf 
of them had been either killed, wound- 
ed or captured. 

At. 3 o'clock the remaining six hun- 
dred men attacked the government 
stronghold at Tiptapa in a desperate 
attempt to recross the river. Their 
tire was returned from the government 
troops in trenches and rifle pits, bat- 
teries of machine guns being brought 
into play in the darkness. Only tho 
rifle and cannon flashes indicated the 
position of the men. As soon as it was 
daylight General Lara led a eharge on 
Captain Fowler’s battery. which was 
still working with deadly effect. Gen- 
era) Lera’s horse was killed under 
him. The zovernment troops charged 
with fixed bayonets, and captured and 
disabled the battery, but Paes under- 


; stands that Captain Fowler and his 


nen escaped. 

The entire strength of the army 
which has pursued General Chamorro 
from Matagalpa, combined with ‘that 
entranched at Tipitapa, was thrown 
against Genera] Chamorro, n:arly sur- 
rounding him. Nothwithstanding this 
he appears to have retired with his 
broken forces in good order, having 
the greater part of his artillery, and 
his present location is not known here. 
The Spanish chaplain of the insurg- 
ent army was fatally wounded. 

The mortality was astonishingly 
heavy as much of the fighting was 
hand to hand with machetes. 


FOWLER DIES FROM WOUNDS. 


Former U. 8, Army Officer With Nic- 
areguan Insurgents, Reported Dead. 


Bluefields, Nicaragua, Feb. 24—Gen. 
Mena reports that his cavalry occu- 
pied Acoyapa today without oapposi- 
tion, the enemy having retreated to 
Jiogalpa, with the exception of the 
rear guard, which remains at San Vi- 
vente, Menas’ entire foree is now 
camped on the outskirts of Acoypa 
irom which place a further move will 
be made tomorrow toward Juigalpa at 
the earliest possible moment.

THE QUESTION BEFORE THE 
HOUSE. 

The documents ir connection with 
the Alberta and Great Waterways bar 
gain are now before the Legislature, 
and the essential ones have beem pub- 
lished in the press. The matter is 
now therefore ininty before the public 
for examination and discussion. With 
these documents in hand it is possibie 
to make a study of the question with 
hope of reaching a conclusion by the 
reason and on a basis of 


process oi 
fact. 

This in itself is something gained, 
for we have had a plethora of guessing 
and surmising and gossip, in the press 
and out of it. Judgements have been 
made which could not have been made 
with deliberation, Arguments have 
been framed without the essentials of 
which a just and proper argument 
could be constructed. Charges have 
been set up to be knocked down. 
Papers with Conservative traditions 
have been squirming and flopping 
like mud-cats on a hot griddle, and 
wpparently as helpless to deliver them- 
selves of the real cause of their dis 
comfort. Suspicions have been launch. 
ed and promoted with no show of rea- 
son why there should be any sus- 
piciom, The air has beem changed with 
rumor and the public led to expect a 
cyclone of unknown praportions and 
uncertain results. Gossips who writ: 
and gossips who tatk have been wag 
ging their busy pens and tongues 
wbout a matter which they had not 
until very recently the means of in- 
telligentiy considering, and about 


which an unconsidered opinion is both | 


useless, foolish and dangerous. 


it is well that wild talk should stop 
and some candid consideration be given 
to the subject about which it centres. 
The pillar of a democratic state is its 
public op aion, and the value of pub- 
lic opinion depends on the way it is 
formed. A popular outery provoked 
by prejudice or roused iby gossip fa 
not merely useless ‘but dangerous. It 
is dangerous because people Jike in- 
dividuals, form habits of thinking and 
judging. As the worth of an individ 
ual to bis community depends on his 
readiness to form a cali opinion on 
evidence before him, so the stability 
G) a state is dependent laigely on th: 
willingness of its people to cool!y con 
sider questions of public concern and 
to pronounce wpon these without pre- 
judice and with reference to known 
and considered facts, 

There ave four essential documents 
in connection with the Avberta and 
Great Waterways Railway bargain. 
These are, the act of incorporation, the 
act authorizing the Government 


made between the Government anl 
the Company, and the specifications 
accorting to which the Company are 
beund to build the road. These four 
documents constitute the basis of the 
baigain, and iby them the merits of 
the arrangement can alone be deter- 
mined, This can be determined too,only 
by reading these documents in relation 
to one another. The agreement and 
the specifications were made possible 
by the act of incorporation and the 
guaraitee act, and the heart of the 
whole matter is whether in the light 
at these two acts the Government 
made a bargain which on the one 
hand secures the construction o? the 
railway, and on the other does not 
grant more concessions than were 
necessary to secure this, 

It is clear that in this case, laymen 
will do well to reserve judgment un- 
til the lawyers have spoken. When 
the lawyers have interpreted for us 
what the agreement means in detail 
and din the light of the two acts, it 
will tbe competent for others to form 
their own conclusions as to the merita 
of the bargain. But a: the tbasis of 
the whele matter is two Provincial 
stetutes, and a lengthy agreement ani 
a list of detailed specifications, made 
under these and comp'ementary to 
them, it had better be left to those 
learned in the Jaw and familiar with 
its intenpretation and construction t> 
mike clear exactly what the nature 
and import of the bargain is. The

matter is further involved in that cer- 
tain clauses of the Provincial Ra:lway 
Act are set aside by the act of incor- 
poration, wnd that there is a general 
railway law applicable to all Canada, 
What may ‘be the import of the exeiu- 
sion of these clauses and of the bear- 
ing of the Domin'on Railway Act are 
ciher questions upon which we must 
depend upon the legal gentlemen for 
our instruction, 

The bargain will be accepted as good 
uncess shown to be other. The record 
of the Rutherford Government is as- 
suramee of that, if other assurance 
than the fairness of the pubic were 
needed. 'For five years they have given 
us Ceun, progressive end efficient ad- 
ministration of the public affairs. No 
socusation of improper conduct has 
been launched against any member of 
the Government ‘by a responsible 
party. That their government has 
been efficient as well was shown a year 
ago, when they were returned with a 
remarkable majority. The debate in 
the Legislature has every prospect 
thereiore of proceeding purely upon 
the question at issue and of resulting 
én an unbiased judgment on its merits, 


MEAT PRICES. 

The Department of Labor is conduct: 
ing an inquiry into the prices of neces. 
sities of life in Canada, with a view 
tu showing the tendency ai these 
prices and of reflecting the present 
cost of Living. Some figures have been 
published showing the increase in 
meat prices during recent years. These 
figures were compiled by a Toronto 
abbatoir company, ami allawing for 
variations due to local causes, seem 
to reflect the general course of prices 
throughout Canada. The figures given 
#re the wholesale prices of meat per 
hundred weight on the first day of

It is quite clear from this that to 
the purchaser, meat is money. And 
with such prices ruling Jor meat, no- 
thing ‘but wholesale manipulation 
would seem able to keep the fanmer 
irom getting a good price for his meat 
animals, These should in fact 
Prosperous times for the Canadian 
High prices bespeak 
demand and the grower should 
be able to dispose of his animals read- 
ily at satisfactory figures. As a mat- 
ter of fact, goad prices are naw being 
pail for meat animals, prices which 
the farmers not only admit to be good, 
but to be higher than necessary to give 
them a fair margin of jaunt. 

Over against this, however. ds the 
curious fact that Alberta farmets have 
not been developing the stock raising 
branch as the natural opportunities 
of the country would warrant, In 
numberiess cases they have even said 
off their breeding stock and practically 
gohe out of the busines. Tlie, not be- 
cauge they do not want to develop 
this branch; not because they have 
found some other wonderfully profit- 
able branch of agriculture; not even 
because prices are not sometimes, as 
at present, handsome; but because 
prices have not been steady enough to 
give them confidetice in the business 
4s one reasonably certain to tbe suc- 
cessful, 

Prices in Alberta have been alto: 
gether too much determined by purely 
local conditions; have depended too 
wuch on the local demand. When 
the supply has been short of the Local 
demand this has been brisk and prices 
have been good. But when tempted 
by the good prices farmers went into 
stock raising more strongly the de- 
mand was soon overtaken and the 
prices tumbled, From the producer's 
étandpaint this branch af the farm- 


be 


Se 


ing business las been a gamble, He 
cowl not feel assured of getting a rea- 
sonably profitable price on the aver- 
age. That is why many farmers have 
gone out of the business, And this of 
course has been reflected sharply in 
the prices which prevail in the local 
markets, 

The need of the meat business from 
the standpoint of the producer, the 
packer, and the consumer, seems to 
be some levelling or steadying influ: 
enee, which would prevent the price 
sagging below the paying point when 
meat animals are plentiful and whieh 
woukl thus encourage the production 
of a plentiful annual crop, The most 
practical means of accomplishing this 
seems to be to develop the export 
market. Great Britain imports an- 
nually millions of pounds worth’ of 
meat which might be grown in A! 
berta. but which is grown in the Un- 
ited States, the Angentine, Australia 
and other countries, some of them far 
more distant than Alberta from the 
British shores. Perhaps mith limited 
transportation means we could not 
have captured any large share of 
this trade in the past. But we are 
now building the railroads to ovencome 
this handicap, and the time would 
seem near when Alberta should be 
able to ‘become one of the chief sources 
of Britain’s meat supply. . 

There is room here for enterprise 
on the part of our large packers. It 
may sound strange to say that they 
should look for new markets when the 
supply is short of the local demand, 
But the supply is short because the 
market is restricted, and ‘because the 
producers fear to develop the possi- 
bilities af their business for fear of 
glutting the market and sending 
prices down below the profit ‘bearing 
point. The thing to be done is to find 
a way of shipping the surplus stock 
from Alberta into the British market 
paying figure. If this can be 
found, then when the crop is large

here the surplus will go abroad at a 
profit-producing figure, instead of re- 
maining at home, smothering the de 
mand, and depressing the prices, The 
farmer would then have reasonable as- 
surance that he was safe in gcing into 
the business of raising meat animals 
on a large scale.

The position is most 
serious.

WOMEN'S WORK IN ALBERTA'S 
CAPITAL. 


The following paper on Canada was 
written and read by a member of the 
Mistanusk Chapter of the Daughters of 
the Empire at a recent meeting. 

Few of us are as familiar with Cana- 
dian history as we should be and this 
concise and informative paper brings be- 
fore us the salient points of our own 
country’s history in an admirable way: 

Canada. 

There are five marked epochs jn the 
development of Canada, namely (1) age of 
discovery; (2) the French rule; (3) the 
British Conquest; (4) British rule from 
the conquest until confederation, and 
(5) development since confederation, 

In considering. these influences it must 
be remembered that our Canada of to- 
day—the northern half or the North Aim- 
erican continent with the exception of 
Alaska, Greenland, Labrador, Newfound- 


land and the two small islands of St. | 


Pierre and Miquelon—is a very much 
larger Canada than that first conquered 
by England in 1763. Then the name 
“Canada” meant only a very small part 
of the two provinces now called Ontario 
and Quebec, The settlement of Canada, 
therefore, really means the  e¢ttlement 
of an ever-enlarging area, And this area 
had at first to be discovered. 

In the 16th and early part of the 17th 
centuries, while these discoveries were 
reaching farther and farther inland, the 
French did not realize what a wonder- 
ful land this new territory was. and not 
until English land seekers began to cross 
the Atlantic did they suddenly awaken 
to the fact that they must undertake 
striously the work of colonization, A 
company of 100 associates was then form- 
ed, This company was to colonize “New 
France” in return for a monopoly of 
the fur trade. This worked well only 
while Champlain, the ablest French 
Governor, lived. After his death the 


company did not fulfil its agreement, 
and, in the end, its charter was with- 
drawn. 


Then caine the British conquest in 1763 
and the ceaseless struggle from then un- 
til confederation in 1837, The old colonies 
did not like the English rule while the 


English colonists thought the Quebec 
Act showed partiality to the French. 
These English colonists to the south 


thought to join with the French and 
overthrow Britain’s rule in the colonies 
altogether, They were unsuccessful and 
their uprising resulted only in the gain- 
ing of their own independence while 
Canada became more loyal than ever to 
England, wih a fixed dividing line be- 
tween the two nations, Large numbers of 
settlers in the States, who were loyal to 
England came over the border and took 
up homes in Canada, principally the 
Maritime provinces, All this time the 
population of Canada was increasing and 
immigrants from Europe became attract- 
ed by the offer of a free passage and a 
grant of 100 acres of land io each settler, 

Then came confederation. With the 
increasing strength of the United and 
independent nation to the south, the dif- 
ferent provinces of Canada, each belong- 
ing to England, decided that their only 
strength lay in union. In 1837 therefore, 
the four provinces of Ontario, Quebec, 
Nova Scotia and New Brunswick became 
united under the B.N.A. Act. British 
Columbia joined shortly after, and ‘t 
was their attitude in uniting whieh led 
to the building of our great trans«contin- 
ental railway, the Canadian Pacific, This 
railroad immediately brought in settlers 
to Western Canada, and from that time 
until the present day, when we have 
three trans-continental railroads almost 
completed, we find thousands and thous- 
ands of immigrants rushing to this land 
annually, And when we consider that 
there still is not more than one out of 
every one hundred acres under cultiva- 
tion, we begin to realize what an enor- 
mous development is ahead of us. Agri- 
cultural lands in the United States are 
now practially all taken up and have 
advanced to prices which make it diffi- 
cult, if not altogether impossible, for 
the sons of the American farmer to ob- 
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tain land in their own country within 
their means. This naturally turns their 
attention to Canada, and teday we are 
getting a very heavy immigration from 
the United States, and, we are led to be- 
lieve, a very desirable class of settlers 
and citizens, including a large number 
of re-patrioted «Canadians. 
the government is now giving special at- 
tention to immigration 
find agents in all parts of the United 
States and the continent of Europe. 
Turning now to Canada's trade devel- 
On account of her situation, 
her excellent navigation facilities (the 
River St. Lawrence, the Great Lakes and 
the innumerable other rivers and smaller 
lakes throughout the fterior) and her 
splendid climate conditions, Canada has 
had every reason to advance commer- 
eially, In the early days, of Can- 
ada imported only for the needs of the

RATS REACH A HIGH PRICE. 


The big demand for muskrat skins 
is having its effect on the market, 
and the man or woman who would 
buy a rat coat will pay one thousand 
per cent for the raw skins more today 
than they would have had to pay 
eight years ago. This increase in pric? 
is owing to the great many imitation 
furs that can be made out of rat skins. 
Sealskin coats today are worth. $800. 
A good rat imitation can be had for 
$150, and will give very good satis- 
faction. A number of other furs are 
imitated. such as mink, martin, and 
otter, and the demand is so good for 
this line of fur that there is always 
a very strong market for rats. The 
season opened this year at 35 cents 
and yesterday's quotation was 80 cents 
for prime skins,

The Edmonton Exlitbition associa- 
tion has $75,000 to spend this epnne, 
thanks to the munificenve of the city 
council and citizens who voed for the 
exhibition ‘bylaw on Monday last.

Just what buildings 
are te be erected this pear will be 
decidec at the meeting of the bowrd of 
directors to be ‘held next Monday ev 
ening. Tenders wial then be immedi- 
ately called ior, Stock sheds and a 
grand stand are sure of finding a 
place on the Hist as being the most 
necessary of ii buildings. Eventually 
there will be many splendid huild- 
ings on the grounds, ‘but the directors 
will be satisfied to leave some of them 
to be built by a greater Edmonton. 

The desigas submitted in the com- 
petitions for the laying out of the 
grounds, especially the three  prize- 
winning ones, are of a very practic- 
able nature and wiil enab‘e the direct- 
ors to form a composite plan for the 
prrangement of buildings and laying 
out of walks, drives, shrubberies, ete., 
on the spacious grounds at their dis- 


al. 
pethe plan of Peter Rule, which won 
the $250 prize, provides for bui'dings, 
adapted to fair purposes us dollows : 
Grand stand, ‘bleachers, macfinery 
halt and Midway, transportation tbuild 
ings, live stock «wmphitheatre. suitable 
for winter shows, horse shows, ete., 
stock sheds, poultry and pet stock 
buildings with sections for dogs and 
eat shows, etables for racing horses, 
lavatories, dairy buildings, agricul- 
tural and horticultural buildings, ap- 
jary, fine arts building, press ‘building, 
manufacturers building, women’s buil- 
ding, administr:iion building, pavil- 
ion, casino and building for police and 
fire departments 

The winner of the second prize sug- 
ests ‘in his specifications that all 
Buildings be painted white with red 
roofs for the sake of uniformity, and 
locates the fol~wing buildings: Main 
exhibition or manuiacturers’ building, 
domestic manufacturers’  builling, 
local industries hall, administration 
building, dairy produce building, dog 
show building, poultry building. stock 
buildings, grand stand, attraction plat- 
form, judges’ stand, paddock, race 
stables, supenintendent’s house, din- 
ing halls, ete. Streets, driveways, 
grass lawns, plots of shrubbery and 
trees, garden plots and a quarter mile 
cinder path are provided for. A fea- 
ture of the plan is the provision of 
separate entiwanc, for vehicles. stock 
and pedestrians.
